MOSES  HOUGH  AND  PENINNAH  WOODARD 

Whereas  Moses  Hough  (of  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  in 
the  County  of  Wayne  and  State  of  Indiana;  son  of  Jonathan  Hough 
of  the  county  and  state  aforesaid,  and  Gulielma,  his  wife,)  and 
Peninnah  Woodard  (of  the  County  of  Randolph,  State  of  Indiana, 
daughter  of  Luke  Woodard  and  Avis,  his  wife, — the  former  de¬ 
ceased,)  having  declared  their  intentions  of  marriage  with  each 
other  before  a  monthly  meeting  of  the  religious  Society  of  Friends 
held  at  Jericho,  and  having  consent  of  parents,  their  said  proposals 
of  marriage  were  approved  by  said  meeting. 

These  are  to  certify  whom  it  may  concern,  that  for  the  full 
accomplishment  of  these  said  intentions  this  Fifth  day  of  the  9th 
month  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  One  Thousand  and  Eight  Hundred 
and  Forty-two,  they,  the  said  Moses  Hough  and  Peninnah  Woodard 
appeared  in  a  public  meeting  of  the  said  people  held  at  Jericho; 
and  the  said  Moses  Hough  taking  the  said  Peninnah  Woodard  by 
the  hand  declared  that  he  took  her  the  said  Peninnah  Woodard  to 
be  his  wife,  promising  with  divine  assistance  to  be  unto  her  a  lov¬ 
ing  and  faithful  husband  until  death  should  separate  them.  And 
then  the  said  Peninnah  Woodard  did  in  like  manner  declare  that 
she  took  him,  the  said  Moses  Hough,  to  be  her  husband,  promising 
with  divine  assistance  to  be  unto  him  a  loving  and  faithful  wife 
until  death  should  separate  them. 

And  moreover  they,  the  said  Moses  Hough  and  Peninnah  Wood¬ 
ard  (she  according  to  the  custom  of  marriage  adopting  the  name 
of  her  husband)  did  as  further  confirmation  thereof  then  and 
there  to  these  presents  set  their  hands.

THE  HOUGHS  OF  OLD  NEWPORT,  NOW 
FOUNTAIN  CITY,  INDIANA 

A  few  years  since  I  was  in  possession  of  the  very 
early  history  of  the  Hough  family,  the  result  of  the  care¬ 
ful  investigations  of  my  cousin,  Daniel  Hough,  the  Book¬ 
man  and  Educator,  son  of  Uncle  William  and  Aunt  Keziah 
Huff  Hough.  It  traced  our  family  back  to  England,  giv¬ 
ing  names  and  dates  and  noting  the  royal  honor  accorded 
one  Sir  John  Hough,  of  having  his  name  in  the  Queen’s 
Blue  Book  and  the  Hough  Coat  of  Arms.  It  told  of  the 
emigrations  to  this  country,  of  the  large  estates,  grants  of 
territory,  and  of  their  movements  till  finally  locating  in 
North  Carolina.  But  unfortunately  this  record  was  lost 
through  the  death  of  a  member  of  the  family.  For  the 
sake  of  the  younger  people  I  am  genuinely  sorry  not  to 
be  able  to  reproduce  here  the  Hough  Coat  of  Arms. 

With  certain  fantastic  traditions  from  other  sources, 
I  have  not  mixed ;  one  that  traces  our  history  back  to  450 
years  before  Columbus  discovered  America.  I  feared 
that  the  next  tradition  if  followed,  might  prove  the 
Houghs  an  example  of  the  theory  of  Darwin. 

Likewise  there  has  been  much  discussion  as  to  the  two 
names,  Hough-Huffs;  some  contending  that  they  were 
originally  the  same,  the  change  in  spelling  occuring  when 
as  Cousin  Daniel  used  to  remark,  a  man  in  signing  a  legal 
document  spelled  the  name  “Huff”  by  sound.  However 
that  may  be  I  have  found  in  our  own  authentic  family 
records  two  cases  in  which  the  Huffs  entered  our  ranks. 
Uncle  William  Hough  marrying  Keziah  Huff,  born  in 
1804-4-22,  and  Uncle  Levi  Woodard  marrying  Sarah,  the 
daughter  of  James  and  Sarah  Huff  Hadley  of  Highland 
County,  Ohio,  born  in  1831.  This  latter  family  supplied 
the  following  little  sketch  of  the  Huff  genealogy  which  I 
insert,  that  anyone  so  inclined  may  seek  to  satisfy  his 
curiosity  on  this  line  as  to  whether  or  not  it  seems  the

same  as  the  Houghs.  The  dates  do  not  seem  to  have  any 
bearing  with  the  early  dates  of  the  Houghs.  Daniel 
Huff  I  and  Mary  his  wife  lived  in  New  Jersey.  Their 
son  Daniel  II  was  born  in  New  Jersey,  Dec.  27,  1747. 
His  wife  Elizabeth  Christy,  was  born  in  Virginia,  April 
15,  1748.  Daniel  Huff  III  was  born  in  North  Carolina, 
July  12,  1774.  His  wife  Sarah  Burnside,  was  born  Oct. 
30,  1774.  James  Huff  (son  of  Daniel  III)  was  born  in 
North  Carolina,  Oct.  19,  1793.  His  wife  Sidney  Wright 
was  born  April  8,  1798  in  Tennessee.  W.  H.  Huff  (son 
of  James),  was  born  in  Ohio,  Dec.  31,  1839.  Phebe  J. 
Terrell,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Ohio,  Aug.  6,  1846.  Daniel 
Huff  IV,  son  of  Wm.  Huff,  born  April  17,  1872. 

This  record  book  is  concerned,  however,  with  the 
straight  history  of  the  Houghs  alone,  as  verified  in  old 
family  Bibles  and  the  monthly  meeting  record  books  of 
the  Society  of  Friends  in  different  meetings. 

The  first  records  are  taken  from  the  Bible  of  William 
and  Mary  Hough  who  came  in  1811  from  North  Carolina 
to  this  locality  with  their  son  Jonathan  Hough  and  their 
other  sons  and  daughters.  The  second  is  from  the  Jon¬ 
athan  Hough  family  Bible  and  the  third  from  the  family 
Bible  of  Moses  Hough,  youngest  son  of  Jonathan  and 
Gulielma  Hough,  grandson  of  William  and  Mary  Hough, 
these  latter  being  the  great-grandparents  of  the  writer. 

It  is  known  and  admitted  that  the  Houghs  of  Green¬ 
field,  Ind.  (Lawyer  Hough  and  sons  William  and  Cla¬ 
rence),  are  included  in  this  family;  and  Emerson  Hough, 
the  novelist  (tradition  says),  also;  as  well  as  the  families 
given  in  groups ;  and  that  the  poet  Riley  is  also  related, 
is  verified  by  Fana  Hough,  the  wife  of  our  family  investi¬ 
gator,  now  deceased. 

Unfortunately  some  of  the  Friends  Record  books  were 
lost  in  North  Carolina  during  the  War. 

When  the  Houghs  emigrated  from  North  Carolina  be¬ 
cause  of  slavery,  and  settled  in  what  is  now  New  Gar¬ 
den  Township,  Wayne  County,  Indiana,  near  where  Old 
Newport  was  later  founded,  there  was  no  Friends’  Busi¬ 
ness  Meeting  nearer  than  Whitewater  Monthly  Meeting 
at  Richmond,  Indiana. 
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In  their  record  book  I  find  these  interesting  minutes : 
“Whitewater  Monthly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends  held 
the  26th  day  of  10th  month  1811.  Certificates  were  pro¬ 
duced  for  membership.  One  for  Mary  Hough  from  Deep 
Creek  Monthly  Meeting,  Surry  County,  North  Carolina, 
bearing  the  date  of  the  7th  of  the  9th  month  1811”; 
and  in  the  same  book  I  find  this  minute:  “Whitewater 
Monthly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends  held  at  Richmond, 
Indiana,  28th  of  3rd  month  1812.  Certificate  of  mem¬ 
bership  was  produced  for  Gulielma  Hough  from  Deep 
Creek  Monthly  Meeting,  Surry  County,  North  Carolina 
bearing  the  date  the  3rd  of  the  8th  month  1811.” 

The  certificates  for  the  men  and  boys  came  to  the 
men's  side  of  the  house  the  same  day.  Friends  usually 
located,  then  requested  their  certificates  sent  on  from 
Carolina,  Virginia,  or  other  points. 

Before  beginning  the  Hough  records  explanation  will 
be  made  here  of  the  beginning  of  New  Garden  Meeting, 

Indiana. 

“In  the  Whitewater  Monthly  Meeting  held  1814-1-29, 
at  Richmond  some  New  Garden  Friends  requested  their 
meeting  for  worship  established  and  the  privilege  of  hold¬ 
ing  a  preparative  business  meeting.” 

“Whitewater  Monthly  Meeting  1814-2-26.  The  com¬ 
mittee  reported  that  the  meeting  had  been  opened  at  New 

Garden.” 

“Whitewater  Monthly  Meeting  held  1814-10-29.  The 
New  Garden  Friends  requested  the  privilege  of  holding 
a  Monthly  Meeting  among  themselves.” 

This  request  was  passed  on  to  West  Branch  Quarterly 
Meeting  to  which  WhitewTater  Monthly  Meeting  belonged. 

Their  request  from  New  Garden  was  granted.  New 
Garden  Monthly  Meeting  was  opened  and  held  at  New 
Garden  the  18th  of  3rd  month,  1815,  agreeable  to  the 
order  of  West  Branch  Quarterly  Meeting.  The  followr- 
ing  men  Friends  wrere  delegated  by  the  Quarterly  Meet¬ 
ing  to  attend  the  opening:  Andrew7  Hoover,  William  Wil¬ 
liams,  William  Bond,  Robert  Hill,  James  Pegg  and  John 
Clark. 
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“Elijah  Thomas  was  appointed  clerk  for  the  day.” 

“Jonathan  Marine,  Daniel  Baldwin,  Isaac  Thomas  and 
John  Pegg  are  appointed  to  make  choice  of  a  suitable 
person  for  clerk,  and  propose  to  next  meeting. 

“Obediah  Harris,  Josiah  Lamb,  Jonathan  Hough, 
Stephen  Thomas,  John  Pegg  and  Charles  Baldwin  are 
appointed  to  propose  some  suitable  names  to  next  meet¬ 
ing  for  overseers.  Then  adjourned.” 

“New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  held  the  22nd  of  the 
4th  month,  1815.  The  Friends  appointed  to  propose  a 
suitable  person  for  the  place  of  clerk  recommended  Ira 
Hough  with  which  the  meeting  united  and  appointed  him 
for  that  service. 

“The  Friends  appointed  to  propose  some  suitable 
names  for  overseers  recommended  Benjamin  Thomas, 
Junior,  and  Jonathan  Hough,  with  which  the  meeting 
united  and  appointed  them  for  that  service.” 

At  the  next  meeting  Israel  Hough  wTas  made  treasurer 
and  also  was  appointed  one  of  the  first  delegates  from 
New  Garden  to  West  Branch  Quarterly  Meeting.  Martha 
Hough  was  appointed  elder. 

The  Houghs  were  active  in  this  meeting  until  about 
1877  when  Moses  Hough  and  family  became  residents  of 
Newport  (soon  made  Fountain  City)  and  became  mem¬ 
bers  there. 

Later  Thomas  Hough  and  Addison  Hough  returned 
and  here  they  and  their  descendants  were  active  workers 

up  to  1935.

The  word  is  spelled  Hutchens  in  some  Bibles  but  is 

now  more  usually  spelled  Hutchins. 

NICHOLAS  HUTCHINS 

is  the  forebear  of  this  family.  We  have  a  few  items  con¬ 
cerning  him. 

July  9,  1698.  “Nicholas  Hutchins  did  condemn  his  mar¬ 
riage  by  priest,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Friends,” 
Henrico  Monthly  Meeting  Records,  Virginia. 

December  9,  1699.  “Nicholas  donated  forty  pounds  of 
tobacco  for  building  a  church  house  at  Curries.” 

August  9,  1701.  “Nicholas  married  Mary  Watkins; 
church  ceremony.  She  was  daughter  of  Henry  Wat¬ 
kins,  prominent  Quaker  in  Virginia.”  Tradition  says 
Henry  Clay  was  a  descendant  in  this  Watkins  family. 

April  2,  1702.  “Nicholas  received  a  grant  of  230  acres 
in  Virginia  along  north  bank  of  the  James  River  at 
Four  Mile  Creek.  This  is  near  Dutch  Gap,  and  Farrar 
Island .” 

February  7,  1724.  “Nicholas  signed  a  marriage  bond.” 

February  6,  1728.  “Catherine,  daughter  of  Nicholas, 
married  James  Stanley.” 

April  5,  1729.  “Mary,  daughter  of  Nicholas,  married 
Daniel  Harris.”  Mary's  announcement  says  Nicholas 
deceased. 

November  3,  1729.  “Strangeman  Hutchins  sold  and 
deeded  the  above  land  grant  made  to  Nicholas,  and 
fortunately,  in  the  deed  says  that  Nicholas  was  his 
father.” 
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STRANGEMAN  HUTCHINS 

Born  1707;  died  February  10,  1792  in  Surry  County, 
North  Carolina. 

Wife,  Elizabeth  Cox,  daughter  of  Richard  and  Mary 
Cox.  Marriage  about  1730;  her  birth  probably  1710. 
Died  after  1800. 

“Strangeman  lived  most  of  his  adult  life  in  Goochland 
County,  Virginia.  Moved  to  Surry  County,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  1786.  Was  very  prominent  in  the  Cedar  Creek 
Monthly  Meeting  in  Hanover  County,  Virginia.  He  had 
eleven  children  to  marry.  Order  of  births  not  known/’

Four  children:  Mary  Hutchens, 
Gulielma  Hutchens,  our  Ancestress;  Thomas  Hutch¬ 
ens,  II,  Benjamin  Hutchens,  II. 

11.  Benjamin  Hutchens.  Born  5-8-1756.  Died  1836. 
Eleven  children.  To  North  Carolina,  then  in  1807  to 
near  Dayton,  Ohio.  His  marriages : 

1775.  Married  Judith  McGehee.  Born  12-11-1756. 
Died  1813. 

1815.  Married  Mary  Jenkins,  widow.  Nine  children 
to  marry.  About  ninety  grandchildren.  Located 
north  of  Dayton,  Ohio. 

This  move  of  the  Hutchins  from  Virginia  to  North 
Carolina  was  not  a  sudden  affair.  Catherine  Stanley 
moved  to  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  1784.  John 
and  Nicholas,  II,  sons  of  Strangeman,  entered  land  in 
Surry  County,  1779.  William  Harding,  in  1780.  Land 
was  sold  from  the  possessions  of  the  Hutchins,  in  Gooch¬ 
land  County,  Virginia  in  1780,  1782,  1783,  1785.  Certifi¬ 
cates  of  membership  were  gotten  from  the  churches  and 
thus  traced  the  people.  In  1782  Strangeman  Hutchins 
freed  twelve  slaves  by  deed.  The  church  would  not  give 
certificates  to  slave  owners. 

Unless  a  Quaker  (Friend’s)  marriage  took  place  at 
a  meeting  date,  it  is  not  possible  to  get  the  exact  date  of 
marriage.  Often  the  Intentions  were  declared  at  church, 
and  the  marriage  took  place  at  home,  and  was  reported 
at  the  next  meeting  as  accomplished.  We  give  the  sec¬ 
ond  date  in  such  cases. 

We  take  up  the  record  of  the  family  only,  of  our  Great 
Grandfather,  Thomas  Hutchins,  who  was  a  son  of 
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Strangeman  Hutchins  who  was  a  son  of  Nicholas  Hutch¬ 
ins. 

Nicholas,  Strangeman,  Thomas,  then  Gulielma 
(daughter  of  Thomas)  is  our  line  of  descent. 

Thomas  Hutchins,  son  of  Strangeman  Hutchins,  and 
his  wife,  Elizabeth  Cox,  daughter  of  Richard  and  Mary 
Cox,  died  1802  (as  shown  by  his  will)  in  Surry  County, 
North  Carolina.  Both  his  marriages  were  Quaker  mar¬ 
riages  recorded  in  Virginia,  June  12,  1773.  He  married 
Patti  Chiles.  Two  children,  Ann ,  no  record  of  her ;  Eliza¬ 
beth ,  no  sure  record. 

April  1,  1780,  Married  Susannah  Ladd.  Her  four 
children  were: 

1.  Mary  Hutchins,  sister  to  Grandmother  Gulielma, 
married  Thomas  Brown,  son  of  Jacob  and  Mary 
Brown  8-9-1802. 

2.  Gulielma  Hutchens,  my  Grandmother.  Born  Octo¬ 
ber  18,  1783  in  Virginia.  Died  May  2,  1859  at  New 
Garden,  Ind.  Married  November  3,  1804  to  Jonathan 
Hough,  son  of  William,  I,  and  Mary  Hough,  I,  in  Surry 
County,  North  Carolina,  and  they  settled  in  Indiana 
in  1811.  Both  buried  in  Willow  Grove  Cemetery, 
Fountain  City,  formerly  a  part  of  the  farm  of  Jona¬ 
than  Hough.  Their  children  are  listed  in  the  Hough 
Genealogy.  Jonathan  dying  9-28-1867. 

3.  Thomas  Hutchins,  II.  Married  a  cousin,  Susannah 
Hutchins,  and  came  to  Indiana,  also,  in  1814.  Both 
buried  at  Williamsburg,  Ind.,  Cemetery. 

4.  Benjamin  Hutchins.  Born  4-3-1793.  N.  C.  Died 
2-18-1875  in  Indiana.  Had  married  a  Martha  John¬ 
son.  Many  of  the  Thomas,  II,  and  Benjamin  relatives 
are  buried  at  Cherry  Grove,  Ind.  Some  at  Economy 
and  New  Castle.  These  records  are  not  so  good,  being 
obtained  mostly  from  cemeteries.  Some  married  a 
Davis,  or  a  Study. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Krider,  Kokomo, 
for  many  of  the  items  in  this  Hutchens  Genealogy,  which 
they  obtained  by  travels  through  the  south  and  visits  to 
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record  vaults,  cemeteries,  courthouses,  etc.  Unsolicited, 
they  have  mailed  me  material  not  published  and  been 
most  kind  and  generous ;  and  I  deeply  appreciate  it. 

Mrs .  Krider  is  descended  from  Benjamin  Hutchins, 
the  brother  of  our  Great  Grandfather,  Thomas  Hutch¬ 
ins. 

I  have  written  the  word  Hutchins  as  they  use  it  most 
largely,  and  Hutchens  as  I  find  it  in  our  Family  Bibles. 


CURIOUS  WILL  OF  THOMAS  HUTCHINS 
My  maternal  Great  Grandfather  on  the  Hough  side. 

“In  the  name  of  God,  Amen. 

I,  Thomas  Hutchins  of  Surry  Co'  N.  Carolina,  being  weak  in 
Body  and  sick,  and  of  a  disposing  mind  and  memory  and  in  my 
perfect  senses  (thanks  be  to  God  for  the  same,)  I  do  herein  make 
and  ordain  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  dearly  beloved  wife,  Susannah 
Hutchins,  one  feather-bed,  furniture  (her  first  choice;)  one  cow 
and  calf  and  one  black  horse;  and  five  head  of  hogs;  to  her  and 
her  heirs  forever. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Mary  Hutchins, 
eighty  Spanish  milled  dollars,  also  one  feather  bed  and  furniture 
and  one  cow;  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Gulielma  Hutchins, 
eighty  Spanish  milled  dollars,  also  one  feather  bed  and  furniture 
and  one  cow;  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Thomas  Hutchins, 
one  hundred  acres  of  land  lying  at  the  upper  end  of  the  tract  I 
now  live  on,  adjoining  Stephen  Hobson’s  line,  and  one  heifer;  also 
one-half  of  the  grist  mill,  after  the  widowhood  of  his  mother;  to 
him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Benjamin  Hutchins, 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  of  land  whereon  I  now  live, 
and,  one  heifer,  also  one-half  of  my  grist  mill  after  the  widow'- 
hood  of  his  mother;  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

I  also  lend  unto  my  wife,  Susannah  Hutchins,  all  the  remain¬ 
der  part  of  my  household  and  kitchen  furniture  inducing  her  life¬ 
time  or  her  widowhood,  and  then  to  be  equally  divided  between  my 
two  sons,  Thomas  and  Benjamin  Hutchins  and  their  heirs. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  tw*o  oldest  daughters,  Anne 
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md  Elizabeth,  the  sum  of  five  shillings  apiece,  to  them  and  their 

leirs. 

I  leave  the  remainder  of  my  estate  not  here  mentioned,  to  be 
old  and  the  money  put  to  the  use  of  repairing  my  mill,  etc. 

I  constitute,  nominate,  and  appoint  my  two  brothers,  Benjamin 
md  Nicholas  Hutchins,  to  be  my  whole  and  sole  executors  of  this 
ny  last  will  and  testament,  utterly  disallowing  and  revoking  all 
>ther  former  wills  and  testaments  by  me  made;  ratifying  and  con- 
inning  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament  and  to  the  truth  I 
lave  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  fixed  my  seal. 

Signed,  sealed,  and  pronounced  to  be  my  last  will  and  testa-

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THE  WOODARD  FAMILY 


* 


There  has  not  been  available  any  very  reliable  early 
history  of  this  family.  There  has  been  much  discussion 
as  to  whether  the  name  was  first  Woodward  and  later 
contracted  to  Woodard  or  the  reverse. 

•  Many  of  our  intimate  cousins  in  our  own  particular 
section  of  the  family  have  written  it  “Woodward”  for 
many  years.  This  is  true  of  the  Levi  C.  Woodard  fam¬ 
ily  and  of  Vestal  Warren  Woodward  of  Indianapolis,  nowT 
deceased. 

As  far  back  as  1807  we  have  a  Quaker  marriage 
record  of  one  of  our  immediate  relatives  in  which  they, 
the  relatives,  all  sign  the  name  Woodard,  and  likewise 
all  of  the  church  records  since  that  time  and  before, 
which  we  have  seen.  We  have  long  spoken  of  the  deriva¬ 
tion  of  the  family  name  but  had  no  facts  upon  which  to 
base  it.  Mrs.  Ada  L.  Bernhardt,  “Morrisson-Reeves,” 
Librarian  of  Richmond,  furnishes  this  information. 
Reference  “S.  Baring  Gould — Family  Names  and  Their 
Story,”  page  11.  “There  were  reeves  of  various  kinds 
looking  after  the  manorial  rights;  woodkeepers;  whence 
the  surname  Woodwards.” 

The  word  “manorial”  seems  to  strengthen  the  belief 
that  we  came  originally  from  England.  It  is  related  to 
the  French  “manoir”  but  its  applied  meaning  is  given, 
“as  in  England.” 

Mrs.  Bernhardt  states  that  the  name  Woodward  w^as 
found  very  early  in  New  England  and  in  New  Jersey  in 
which  state  her  own  maternal  grandmother  received  her 
maiden  name.  This  family,  however,  were  not  Quakers. 

Mrs.  Bernhardt  says  the  name  was  undeniably  Wood¬ 
ward,  but  was  contracted  to  Woodard. 

My  mother,  Peninnah  Hough,  was  the  daughter  of 
Luke  and  Avis  Cox  Woodard.  The  Woodards  were 
located  in  Wayne  County,  North  Carolina,  near  the  “Con- 
tenta  or  Contentnea”  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends.  The 
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elatives  of  Avis  Cox  Woodard  were  also  in  Wayne 
!ounty,  North  Carolina,  but  nearer  Goldsboro.  We  do 
ot  know  in  which  meeting  our  grandparents  were  mar- 
ied;  neither  do  we  know  just  w’here  they  resided  after 
larriage.  But  when  my  mother  was  two  years  old  they, 
rith  many  other  Friends  emigrated  to  Indiana  to  leave 
he  slave  states.  Here  again  the  Friends’  Record  books 
lakes  us  certain  of  the  date  and  place. 

New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting,  Indiana,  had  been  set 
p  before  this  time  and  as  I  investigated  I  found  this 
linute. 

“New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  of  Men  Friends  held 
th  month  17,  1826.  Certificates  of  membership  were 
eceived.  One  for  Benjamin  Bogue  and  son  Josiah 
togue  from  Contentnea  Monthly  Meeting,  North  Caro- 
ina,  dated  the  11th  of  the  3rd  mo.,  1826.  One  for  Luke 
Vbodard  and  sons,  Thomas  Cox  Woodard  and  Isaac 
‘arker  Woodard.”  (These  were  the  father  and  brothers 
f  my  mother)  from  the  same  place  and  bearing  the 
ame  date.  Certificates  were  also  received  that  day  for 
Nathan  Parker  and  sons,  Isaac,  Josiah  and  William,  from 
he  same  place;  and  for  Michael  Fulgham  and  son,  Wood-

»ok  the  brother’s  widow  and  her  children  (Avis  Cox 
Woodard  and  family),  back  to  Carolina  for  some  time 
frith  her  relatives,  travelling  in  a  covered  wagon  over 
-he  mountains.  Mother  talked  much  of  Neuse  River, 
Pamlico  Sound  and  of  Guilford  and  Wayne  Counties. 
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Cader  lived  in  Indiana  where  his  son,  Luke  Woodard, 
the  preacher,  afterward  lived  near  the  Peg  place,  New 
Garden,  Indiana.  There  Mother  boarded  to  finish  the 
schooling  at  New  Garden  after  her  mother,  Avis,  had 
remarried  to  Henry  Hill,  then  went  to  live  in  Randolph 
County,  Indiana,  near  Jericho.

The  widow  of  Luke  Woodard  of  New  Garden,  Wayne 
County,  Indiana,  our  Grandmother,  Avis  Cox  Woodard, 
was  married  for  the  second  time  in  1837.  A  letter  from 
Robert  W.  Randle,  custodian  of  Friends  Record  Books  and 
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material  for  Indiana  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  at  East 
Main  Street  Meeting  House,  Richmond,  Ind.,  gives  the 
Meeting  Minutes  relating  to  this  subject  from  the  Men’s 
Meeting;  the  women’s  record  book  being  lost.  Quote: 

“In  the  records  of  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting,  I 
find  the  following  minutes. 

‘New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends,  held  2nd 
mo.  18th,  1837.  Henry  Hill  and  Avis  Woodard  informed 
this  meeting  in  writing  that  they  intended  marriage  with 
each  other.  The  man  friend  is  directed  to  produce  to 
next  meeting  a  certificate  suitable  to  the  occasion.  Jona¬ 
than  Hough  and  William  Fulghum  are  appointed  to  see 
that  the  rights  of  the  property  of  the  woman’s  children 
be  secured  to  them/ 

‘New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  held  3rd 
mo.,  18th,  1837.  Henry  Hill  and  Avis  Woodard  appeared 
in  this  meeting  and  declared  that  they  continued  their 
intentions  of  marriage  with  each  other,  he  having  pro¬ 
duced  a  certificate  as  directed  by  last  meeting  from 
White  River  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends,  dated  3rd  mo. 
11th,  1837,  setting  forth  his  clearness  of  marriage  en¬ 
gagements  with  others.  They  are  therefore  left  at  lib¬ 
erty  to  accomplish  their  said  intentions  according  to  our 
rules.  Isaac  Williams  and  Benjamin  Thomas,  Sr.,  are 
appointed  to  attend  the  marriage,  see  that  good  order  is 
observed  and  produce  the  marriage  certificate  with  an 
account  of  their  care  to  next  meeting.’ 

‘New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends,  held  4th 
mo.  15th,  1837.  The  friends  appointed  to  attend  the 
marriage  of  Henry  Hill  with  Avis  Woodard  report  that 
it  was  orderly  accomplished ;  but  not  producing  the  mar¬ 
riage  certificate,  they  are  directed  to  place  it  in  the  hands 
of  the  Recorder  and  report  their  care  to  next  meeting.’ 
(This  marriage  evidently  took  place  at  home  instead  of 
before  the  meeting,  either  being  allowable.) 

‘New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  held  5th 
mo.  20th,  1837.  The  friends  directed  at  last  meeting  to 
place  the  marriage  certificate  of  Henry  Hill  with  Avis 
Woodard  in  the  hands  of  the  Recorder  report  that  it  has 
been  attended  to.’ 
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.  ‘New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  held  3rd 
no.  21st,  1840.  Henry  Hill  requests  that  his  and  fam¬ 
ily  rights  of  membership  be  removed  to  White  River 
Monthly  Meeting.  Benjamin  Thomas,  Junior  and  Ira 
Marine  are  appointed  to  unite  with  women  friends  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiry  and  if  no  obstruction  appears, 
bo  prepare  a  certificate  for  that  purpose  and  produce  it 
to  next  meeting/ 

‘New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends,  held  4th 
mo.  18th,  1840.  Those  appointed  to  prepare  a  certificate 
for  Henry  Hill  and  family  produce  one  which  was  read, 
approved  and  signed/  ” 

I  have  inserted  these  minutes  not  only  because  it  is 
of  interest  in  connection  with  our  family  but  because  it 
preserved  the  old  forms  of  meeting  business. 

This  Henry  Hill  was  born  in  Randolph  County,  North 
Carolina.  In  the  fall  of  1817  he  had  moved  with  his  first 
wife  from  North  Carolina  to  Indiana,  near  Richmond, 
for  a  time.  In  1818  he  located  in  the  neighborhood  of 
where  Jericho  now  is,  near  Winchester,  Ind.  One  son, 
Daniel  Hill  (who  was  later  a  citizen  of  Richmond  for 
many  years),  was  born  when  they  were  residing  near 
Richmond.  He  continued  after  leaving  New  Garden  in 
1840  to  own  and  live  upon  the  same  farm  till  his  death 
in  1874,  and  Avis  in  1875-8-15.  Her  step-children  testi¬ 
fied  that  to  them  Avis  was  indeed  “a  mother  beloved  of 
all.”  To  this  union  were  born  two  children :

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THE  COX  GENEALOGY 


In  1927  we  knew  absolutely  nothing  of  Grandmother 
Avis  Cox  Woodard's  genealogy. 

My  mother,  Peninnah  Woodard  Hough,  was  the  only 
daughter  of  Luke  and  Avis  Cox  Woodard,  who  emigrated 
from  North  Carolina  to  Wayne  County,  Indiana,  settling 
southwest  from  the  New  Garden  Church,  Indiana,  on  the 
farm  now  owned  by  the  Barnes  estate. 

In  1928,  by  means  of  a  tintype  picture  and  a  letter 
which  my  mother  had  received  years  before  her  death 
from  North  Carolina  (but  which  was  destroyed)  I  be¬ 
gan  an  effort  to  locate  the  writer  of  the  letter  and  the 
owner  of  the  picture.  In  my  memory  alone  still  lin¬ 
gered  the  names  of  the  two  people  in  the  picture. 

I  addressed  a  card  to  the  President  of  Guilford  Col¬ 
lege  asking  if  he  knew  of  any  people  by  the  name  of 
Ginnett  in  North  Carolina. 

He  replied  kindly  the  next  mail,  by  letter,  giving  me 
the  name  of  an  elderly  gentleman,  John  S.  Moare  in  Dud¬ 
ley,  North  Carolina,  who  might  help  me;  and  insisting 
on  helping  me  further  should  this  address  prove  of  no 

avail. 

John  S.  Moare  also  replied  quickly  and  courteously. 
He,  himself,  being  related  to  those  people  and  knowing 
many  of  the  related  families. 

He  sent  to  me  the  names  and  addresses  of  three  liv¬ 
ing  nieces  of  my  Grandmother  Avis  Cox  Woodard,  two 
of  whom  have  since  died;  the  third,  Marion  B.  Perkins 
of  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  still  living  and  enjoying  life 
at  the  age  of  ninety-two,  writing  letters,  crotcheting,  etc. 

As  I  addressed  letters  to  each  of  these  persons  I  had 
the  most  affectionate  and  glad  responses  to  each  of  them; 
and  in  two  instances  from  two  still  different  generations. 
They  were  all  seemingly  so  delighted  to  find  their  long 
lost  relatives. 
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My  correspondents  since  that  period  have  been  Emma 
u.  Massey,  Dudley,  North  Carolina,  a  most  helpful  and 
jeautiful  Christian  Friend  matron,  descended  from  the 
Sinnett  sister  of  Grandmother  Avis.  Abagail  (Mrs. 
Henry  Outland,  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  died  in  1932), 
was  also  descended  from  the  Ginnett  sisters,  a  minister's 
wife.  Miriam  B.  Perkins  too,  is  of  that  family. 

Another  is  Miss  Beatrice  Cox  of  Goldsboro,  North 
Carolina,  a  most  worth  while  young  lady  whose  father  is 
a  nephew  of  Grandmother  Avis ;  son  of  her  brother,  Stan¬ 
ton  Cox.  Still  another  is  Mrs.  Mary  Fentriss  of  Greens¬ 
boro,  North  Carolina.  Her  mother  was  a  daughter  of 
Stanton  Cox  by  his  first  wife,  Sarah  Woodard.  Mrs.  Fen¬ 
triss  is  a  double  cousin  from  the  Cox  and  the  Woodard 
side  also.  Her  mother  married  a  Perkins.  Mrs. 
Fentriss  is  a  very  dear,  well-preserved  lady  of  years;  a 
fund  of  love  and  information.  Miss  Lizzie  Cox  of  Eliza¬ 
bethtown,  Indiana,  has  been  most  helpful  with  infor¬ 
mation  and  pictures.  Her  brother,  Lucius,  from  Okla¬ 
homa,  who  once  visited  us  here  in  Fountain  City,  now  is 
married  and  lives  in  Oklahoma.  They  are  descended 
from  Achsah,  another  sister  of  Grandmother  Avis. 

These  all  say  that  the  old  Cox  homestead,  where 
Grandmother  Avis  was  born  was  on  the  banks  of  the 
Neuse  River,  about  six  miles  from  where  Goldsboro  now 
stands.  In  those  days  the  town,  then  known  as  Waynes¬ 
boro,  was  on  the  river  bank;  and  they  used  the  river 
for  transportation. 

The  homestead  now  belongs  to  a  grandson  of  Stan¬ 
ton  Cox,  and  thus  a  great  nephew  of  Grandmother  Avis ; 
a  Perkins,  I  believe.  The  house  is  now  gone.  Stanton's 
house  probably  lies  the  nearest  to  the  location  of  the 
original  Cox  home.  It,  of  itself,  is  a  great  solidly-built 
pile  where  Stanton’s  youngest  son  (by  his  second  wife), 
Jesse  Cox,  now  resides.  Beatrice  and  Florence,  the 
Daughters  of  Jesse,  are  at  home  there.  For  further  in¬ 
formation  I  quote  first  from  Emma  Massey. 

“From  the  best  information  I  can  get,  I  learn  that 
our  Cox  ancestor  ‘forebear’  was  Thomas  Cox,  born  in 
1690,  son  of  Thomas  Cox  of  London,  England,  a  Lord 
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Proprietor  of  the  Province  of  East  Jersey.  He  came 
from  England  to  Delaware,  thence  to  Pennsylvania;  from 
which  state  he  emigrated  with  his  family  to  Corres  Sound 
(now  called  Pamlico),  and  later,  1750-1760,  moved  to 
Wayne  County,  North  Carolina. 

“He,  Thomas  Cox,  was  twice  married,  the  names  of 
his  wives  unknown.

It  was  interesting  to  learn  recently  over  the  radio 
that  it  was  Secretary  Stanton  who  gave  Clara  Barton  a 
pass  to  go  to  the  field  of  battle  and  treat  the  wounded  on 
the  field  and  in  near-by  churches  and  houses  tempor¬ 
arily  instead  of  carting  them  miles  and  miles  over  ter¬ 
rible  roads  to  hopitals.  She  had  pleaded  in  vain  with 
officials  for  permission  to  do  this.  Stanton  refused  at 
first,  also,  then  listened  a  moment  and  whipped  out  passes 
to  her.  This  was  a  great  step  as  Grant  at  once  admitted. 
“And  the  Colonial  Maiden  Lady”  of  Fountain  City,  Indi¬ 
ana,  or  old  Newport,  was  a  cousin  to  us  and  of  the  same 
famous  Stanton  family.

Emma  Massey  continues: 

“She  recollects  that  her  mother,  Mehetabel  Avis, 
treasured  a  picture  of  Grandmother  Avis  which  she  sent 
to  her  when  she  was  but  a  child  when  she  had  written  a 
letter  to  her  Aunt  Avis.” 

(This  mother  of  Emma  was  so  rejoiced  to  get  into 
touch  again  with  her  relatives  up  north.  She  was  very 
ill  but  slept  all  night,  after  hearing  my  letter  read.)  She 
remembered  very  distinctly  of  two  visits  to  the  old  Cox 
place. 

She  went  there  with  her  mother,  Mildred,  (Grand¬ 
mother  Avis'  sister)  when  the  youngest  son,  Thomas 
Bishop  Cox  and  wife  were  living  there  with  Great  Grand¬ 
mother  Miriam  Bishop  Cox  after  the  death  of  Great 
Grandfather  Thomas  Cox.  Later  Thomas  and  wife  went 
west  to  Indiana  from  the  slave  state  of  North  Carolina; 
then  Great  Grandmother  Miriam  Bishop  Cox  went  to 
live  with  her  married  son,  Stanton,  near-by  where  Jesse 
Cox  and  family  now  reside,  a  son  of  Stanton  who  was 
Grandmother’s  brother. 

“Emma's  mother  remembered  that  the  house  was 
near  the  Neuse  River  in  Wayne  County,  North  Carolina; 
that  it  had  two  large  rooms  with  a  hallway  between, 
through  the  floor  of  which  was  a  trap  door.  (My  Mother 
so  described  it.)  Her  mother  went  back  to  see  the  place 
again  with  her  husband.  At  this  time  they  found  only 
the  fig  bush  which  grew  by  the  chimney.  The  buildings 
were  all  gone,  the  land  in  cultivation,  and  little  was  left 
but  pieces  of  china  to  indicate  that  it  had  once  been  a 
cherished  home.  The  land  is  still  in  the  Cox  family,  a 
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freat  grandson  of  Miriam  Bishop  Cox  (Walter  Pedkins) 
low  owning  it. 

|  Miss  Lizzie  Cox  of  Elizabethtown,  Indiana,  says  that 
he  house  of  Stanton  is  a  wonderful  old  house  and  spoke 
rf  the  stone  with  ttie  date  on  it  in  the  face  of  the  large 
jhimney.  She  says  they  went  to  Neuse  Meeting.  It  is 
lot  the  first  churclh  but  not  far  from  Stanton's  or  Jesse’s 
louse.  It  was  the  one  that  the  generations  of  your 
grandmother  and  mine  attended  for  divine  worship. 
The  floor  is  made  <of  boards  that  must  be  one  foot  wide. 
The  partition  has  now  been  removed  and  they  have  a 
nice  little  meeting  house.  I  am  sending  a  picture  of  it. 
Ole  cemetery  is  near  the  church.  I  am  sending  a  picture 
of  Neuse  River  taken  from  ‘Quaker  Bridge.’  Great 
Grandfather  Thomas  once  lived  near  Quaker  Bridge 
place.  No  house  is  there  now.” 

It  was  a  real  pleasure  to  see  all  the  pictures  of  the 
places  so  interesting  to  us.  I  feel  rather  sure  that  Grand¬ 
mother’s  marriage  took  place  in  this  meeting  house  so 
near  her  home.  The  Woodards  lived  near  and  attended 
“Contentnea  Meeting.”  Lizzie  Cox  also  gives  this  infor¬ 
mation:  “Three  Cox  brothers  came  over  with  William 
Penn  from  England.  John,  Thomas,  and  Josiah.  Josiah 
went  back  to  England.  Thomas  Cox  located  in  Wayne 
County,  North  Carolina.  John  Cox’s  descendants  went 
to  Randolph  Cournty,  North  Carolina,  and  Cane  Creek, 
North  Carolina.”’ 

Our  cousin  writes  that  the  forests  near  the  old  home 
contain  many  varieties  of  the  long-leaved  pine,  the 
holly,  with  its  bright  red  berries,  the  wild  crab,  dog¬ 
wood  and  yellow  Jessamine,  crepe  myrtle,  magnolias  and 
many  other  gorgeous  flowers  make  the  land  beautiful. 
Her  letters  sometimes  contain  daintily  pressed  sprays 
of  blooms  new  to  northerners. 

We  have  from  her  a  well-preserved  well-written  let¬ 
ter  penned  by  Grandmother  Avis  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Civil  War,  expressing  to  her  dear  relatives  in  the  old 
homeland  her  sorrow  for  the  perils  which  threatened 
them,  and  for  their  separation. 
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•  May  we  glimpse  a  view  of  the  home  life  in  the  south 
in  these  years? 

Quote:  “Husband  and  I  are  very  proud  of  our  two 
sons,  both  in  High  School.  They  operate  a  school  bus  of 
the  trailer  type — seating  capacity  one  hundred  pupils. 

I  We  must  ever  mourn  for  the  little  lost  daughter/’ 

Their  farm  products  include  cotton,  tobacco,  all  kinds 
of  market  garden  vegetables,  and  many  peaches  and 
other  fruits. 

These  days  differ  from  the  days  of  our  ancestors; 
when  they  journeyed  on  horseback  many  miles  to  attend 
the  meeting  over  by  Corres  Sound,  said  to  have  been  the 
first  Friends’  Meeting  set  up  in  North  Carolina;  when 
the  roads  were  so  bad  that  they  could  not  reach  the 
precious  short-term  of  school,  but  must  stay  at  home  and 
spin  through  the  long  winter  days,  and  forego  the  chance 
for  an  education. 

It  has  been  rather  difficult  to  refrain  from  naming 
individuals  and  speaking  of  the  character  and  accom¬ 
plishments  of  the  people  of  these  families  in  all  the  vari¬ 
ety  of  professions  which  they  have  highly  adorned. 

But  I  am  pleased  to  have  learned  by  investigation 
that  these  four  families  have  been  wonderfully  similar  in 
their  standards  and  ideals.  All  have  been  loyal  and  hon¬ 
ored  members  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends  as 
records  show.  All  have  stood  against  slavery  and  w^ar. 
And  wherever  they  have  gone  as  pioneers  they  labored 
for  the  church,  for  the  family,  for  education,  for  tem¬ 
perance  and  law,  and  justice  for  all.  Now  “They  rest 
from  their  labors  and  their  works  do  follow  them.” 
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
